An Englishman who travels in the United 


States cornea back, according to my experi- 
ence, with two impressions, which are so 
strong that they overshadow all others. One 
is of the excessive kindness which is shown 
to individual Englishmen. The other is of 
the bitter feeling which appears to exist 
ljuth in tliir 'pitjoo auCt <*iuvu£ Uiw~ £*ul.lW- 
against his own country. The present ebul- 
lition is only one of those recurrent crises 
which have marked tho whole history of the 
two nations. The feeling is always smould- 
ering, and the least breath of discussion sets 
it in a blaze. I believe, and have long be- 
lieved, that the greatest danger which can 
threaten our empire is the existence of this 
spirit of hostility in a nation which is al- 
ready great and powerful, hut which is des- 
tined to be far more so in the future. 
Our 


statesmen have stood too long with their 
faces toward the East, 
To disceru our best 


hopes as well as our gravest dangers they 
must turn the other way. 


As to the cause of this feeling, it is not so 


unreasonable as Englishmen usually contend. 
It is the fashion among us to apportion the 
blame between the Irish-American and the 
politician who is in search of his vote. But 
no such superficial explanation as this can 
cover the tacjt that the Governors of thirty 
American Spates should unhesitatingly in- 
dorse a Prosijloniinl meflimga which obviously 
leads straight to war. 
A dislike so widely 


spread and so fierce in its expression cannot 
be explained by the imported animosity of 
the Celtic Irishman. 


Few Englishmen could lie found now to 


contend that we were justified in those views 
of taxation which brought on the first Amer- 
ican war, or in the question of searching 
neutral vessels, which was the main ques- 
tion of the second. This war of 1812 would 
p issibly only occupy two pages out of 500 in 
an English history, but it bulks very large 
in an American one, and has left many bitter 
memories behind it. Then there was the 
surly attitude which England adopted to- 
wards the States after they hod won their 
independence, the repeated frictions during 
the Napoleonic epoch, and the attack upon 
an American frigate by n British 50-gun 
ship in time of peace. After tho war there 
was the Florida dispute in the time of An-

They could not understand that this rough 
vitality and overbearing energy which car- 
ried them through their task implied those 
complimentary defects which must go with 
unusual virtues. Of all English travellers to 
t IB States, there was hardly one who did 
n )t make mischief with his reminiscences 
u itil, in our own days, Mr. Bryce did some- 
thing to rectify the balance. And our want 
of charity and true insight are the more in- 
excusable since no one has written more 
charmingly of England than Washington 
Irving, Emerson and Holmes. Our journals 
and public men are in the habit now, as a 
rule, of alluding to America and Americans 
in the most' friendly way, and that must in 
course of time have its effect', if recent un- 
happy events do not change it. 
We should, 


n my opinion, lose no opportunity of doing 
those little graceful acts of kindness which 
are the practical sign of brotherly sentiment. 
Above all I should like to see an Anglo- 
American Society started in London, with 
branches all over the empire, for the pur- 
pose of promoting good feeling, smoothing 
over friction, laying literature before the 
public which will show them how strong are 
the arguments in favor of an Anglo-Ameri- 
can alliance, and supplying the English 
press with the American side of the question 
and vice versa. Such an organization would, 
1 am sure, be easily founded, and would do 
useful work towards that greatest of all ends 
—the consolidation of the English-speaking 
races.

Substituted For Hay. 


It Is not an unusual occurrence that th 


weather in tho spring is so dry that th 
hay crop 1s short or an almost total fail 
ure. It is strange that somo way oanno 
be devised for irrigating at least a sufB 
oient amount of tillable land to insure th 
farmer a good hay crop. There is no ration 
that will take tho place of this, and th 
facilities for making sure of it are any 
thing hut satisfactory. 
Every farme 


should set apart a certain portion of hli 
low land for hay. In wet weather he ii 
likely to have a good crop anyway, an< 
in dry times a well cared for field of lov 
land will do much to bridge over the tin* 
between late autumn and early spring 
when there is nothing whatever out o 
doors for stook to eat. The practice o 
sowing millet, 
sorghum, oowpeas o: 


crimson clover late in the season, when 
tho indications are that fall pasture wll 
be poor, and that the hay crop is altogeth- 
er unsatisfactory, is becoming general 
Cornstalks may be out as soon as tho ears 
are ripe. The earlier they are out the more 
nutritious they are and the more valuable 
for feeding. 
As a rule, farmers give too 


little attention to oornstalks, which, when 
properly cured, are among the most useful 
of food products for stook, especially so in 
the absence of an abundance of good hay. 
Rye makes a good orop, but should never 
be fed to oows that are giving milk, as it 
Imparts an unpleasant flavor to tho milk 
and is by many persons considered un 
wholesome.—Now York Ledger.
